The Greenwich observatory astron­ 
omers announce the approaching com­ 
pletion of the stellar census which I 
has been going on for some year- 
The total count of the stars will >>• 
about 53,000,o(H) 
This carries them 
down to about the seventeenth mag­ 
nitude and of cours,- does not include 
all that < xist. for no one can say how 
many remain invisible to human eyes! 
even by means of the most powerful 
telescopes. 
In making this count th > 
entire sky was mapped off into small 
squares 
and 
photographs taken of 
each square 
Then these photographs 
were examined by experts aider hig i 
power microscopes, and every stai 
that had registered itself on the plaTo 
was counted. 
So trained do the eyes 
become that they can percieve more 
than double the number of stars on a 
plate than an ordinary person can.

San FTaneisco.—The whaling bark 
G ayhead, Captain Wing, which left 
here seven m onths ago on a blubber 
expedition in the frozen north, re 
turned with 350 barrels of sperm oil, 
the product of eight whales, and an 
account of the volcanic eruption at 
Katm ai in June. 
The Gayhead was 
200 miles from the volcano and 150 s 
miles off shore at the tim e of the 
eruption 
W hales were plentiful, sea 
birds w ere visible in all directions j 
and fish, large and small, could be 
s*-en in the clear, green water 
A w hale had been cut out of the 
school th at ^ a s spouting not far from 
tiie bark, had been killed and made 
fast alongside the vessel. 
Fires had j 
been started un d er the blubber kettles 
and the work of cutting up the whale 
was in full Mast when a muffled ex 
plosion th at seemed to shake the uni 
verse was heard. 
It w as followed by 
six m ore explosions, 
A few m inutes later there appeared 1 
j on th e horizon a small, black cloud 
1 that assum ed leviathan proportions as 
it rushed tow ard the Gayhead 
There 
was wind with it. and it struck the 


v e s s e l w ith the violence of a hurricane 
; squall 
As it hit the bark the air was 
filled w ith fine white dust, that soon 
| covered th e d eck s 
The blackness was on both sides of 
| the vessel 
"Black as the darkest 
night,” is the way Captain W ing de- 
i scribes it. 
Between the two stra ta of 
black w as a column of fiery yellow, 
bright as gold 
Captain Wing, who 
has passed m any years in the arctic 
and who recognized the explosions aB 
of volcanic origin, says that the com­ 
bination of black and yellow w as the 
stran g est sight he had ever seen 
The 
P ortuguese 
w halem en 
quit 
work, dropped to their knees and In 
voked the aid of every saint on the 
calendar. 
They 
were 
satisfied th a t 
the day of judgm ent had arrived. .The 
show er of ashes and the accom panying 
dark n ess lasted for forty-eight hours. 
‘ As the squall approached,” said 
Captain Wing, ”1 noticed the whales 
skedaddle. 
They hooked on at full 
speed W hen the air cleared, tw o days 
later, th ere was not a whale in sight, 
rior a fish nor a fowl, nor a sign of any 
kind of life. 
It was not until th e Gay 
head had cruised many miles and had 
winged its way far out of the track of 
the volcanic dust th at as m uch as a 
bird 
w as seen. 
T hat cussed squall 
queered our cruise all right.” 
It w as m ore than a m onth later 
that

learned that K atmai had been in erup­ 
tion.
